I subnit  herewith  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  of  the  town. 

The  Registrar  General's  Estinate  of  the  population  in 
nid-1959  was  45,350  x?hich  was  only  80  above  that  for  the 
previous  year.  As  there  were  400  nore  births  than  deaths 
one  would  assume  that  there  must  have  been  a minor  exodus 
from  the  town  during  the  year.  Having  regard  to  the  large 
number  of  new  houses  going  up  and  the  many  people  who  have 
moved  into  then  from  outside  the  Borough,  it  seems  that  the 
population  figure  given  nay  be  an  underestimate. 

However,  the  forthcoming  Census  will  give  the  answer  to  this 
question  which  has  puzzled  the  Council  and  Officials. 

In  1959  there  were  820  live  births,  the  highest 
number  since  1947  when,  however,  there  were  almost  6,000 
fewer  inhabitants.  The  number  in  1958  was  758,  so  that 
there  was  an  increase  of  62  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
rise  in  the  birth  rate  from  16.7  to  18.1  per  1,000. 

There  were  only  10  infant  deaths  in  1959  - or  4 fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  accordingly  a fall 
in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  from  18,47  to  12.2  per 
1,000  live  births.  The  national  figure  was  22  per 
1,000  so  that  the  local  rate  is  well  below  that  for  England 
& Wales. 

There  were  33  fewer  deaths,  420  compared  with  453  in 
1958,  Of  this  number  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  accounted  for  185  and  cancer  for  80,  exactly  a 
quarter  of  these  being  due  to  lung  cancer  - 18  male  and 
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2 fenale  deaths  - the  average  age  at  death  being  62,3  years 
so  that  this  form  of  cancer  cannot  be  considered  a disease  of 
old  age.  So  far  it  seems  to  be  predoninently  a disease  of 
males  and,  if  cigarette  smoking  is  largely  responsible  for 
the  increase  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease,  then  in  theory 
its  prevention  should  be  easy  but  one  cannot  anticipate  that 
it  will  be  so  in  practice  as  smokers  are  not  unduly 
concerned  with  what  night  happen  to  them  in  the  distant 
future. 

There  were  134  notified  cases  of  Measles  and  6l  of 
Scarlet  Fever  - no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred. 

In  December  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  a 
part  of  the  Wycombe  Rural  District  adjoining  the  Borough  and 
one  case  ?iras  in  respect  of  a person  resident  in  the  town 
although  the  official  notification  came  in  I960,  This  is 
the  first  knov/  case  of  Diphtheria  occurring  in  the  town  since 
1945  - fortunately  in  this  instance  the  disease  was  mild  and 
there  were  no  complications.  Associated  with  this  small 
outbreak  there  were  about  30  carriers  - mainly  in  respect  of 
persons  in  the  adjacent  Rural  District,  The  tracing, 
supervision  and  treatment  of  these  caused  a lot  of  extra 
work  in  the  Department. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  although  initially  there  had  been  a very  poor 
response  in  the  15  - 25  yr.  group,  the  death  in  April  of  a 
famous  footballer  resulted  in  a rush  of  applications  which 
threw  a great  strain  on  the  Department. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  have 
continued  the  campaigns  to  get  rid  of  unsatisfactory 
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property  and  to  prevent  air  pollution  - their  efforts  in  this 
respect  are  to  he  highly  commended. 

In  conclusion  I thank  the  Staff  for  their  efforts 
during  the  year  and  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
co-operation  and  help  of  my  brother  officials

PREVALANCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
(a)  Notifiable  Disea_se_s 

The  Table  on  the  following  page  gives  the  number  of 
cases  notified  during  the  year. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  TABLE  FOR  1959 
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Injections  against  these  two  diseases  are  given  at  all 
Welfare  Clinics  and  also  at  practitioners’  surgeries. 

In  the  Welfare  Clinics  they  are  administered  separately 
and  this  means  that  a great  part  of  the  tine  at  tho 
Centres  is  taken  up  with  the  giving  of  injections.  It 
would  be  much  more  convenient  for  all  concerned  if 
combined  vaccines  were  used.  During  1959,  574 
children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  403  had 
boosting  doses.  594  children  were  vaccinated  against 
whooping  cough. 

( c ) Immunisation  against  Tetanus 

35  children  were  protected  during  the  year. 


671  primary  and  40  re-vaccinations  were  done  during 
1959.  The  former  figure  is  highly  satisfactory  and 
proves  tha.t  the  facilities  available  at  the  Clinics  are 
appreciated. 


Vaccination  was  offered  to  all  the  13-yr.  old  children 
attending  private  and  local  authority  schools.  A 
preliminary  tuberculin  test  was  carried  out  to  detect 
non-reactors  who  were  subsequently  vaccinated  with 
B.C.G.  A follow-up  of  children  done  in  previous 
years  has  shown  a substantial  reduction  in  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  immunised  group  as 
compared  with  the  unimmunised  and  the  value  of  this 
procedure  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt. 


(f)  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 


Vaccination  of  the  eligible  age-groups  (those  born  1933 
and  after)  continued  throughout  the  year.  There  was  a 
tremendous  increase  in  the  demand  for  this  after  April 
1959  and  this  put  a groat  strain  on  the  organisation 
but  those  attending  vaccination  sessions  were  attended 
to  with  the  minimum  of  delay. 
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( g)  Tuberculosis 

Sixteen  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  of  mon-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  - a reduction  of  4 in  each 
variety.  There  were  six  deaths  - or  three  less  than 
in  the  previous  year. 


(h)  Isolation  Hospitals 

The  area  is  served  by  Hospitals  at  Aylesbury,  Reading 
and  Maidenhead.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  work  of  my  Department  during  1959  has  proceeded  along 
the  usual  lines  and,  whilst  the  results  of  the  work  cannot  be 
apparent  immediately,  I think  it  has  played  its  part  towards 
good  health  and  environment. 

Housing  has  again  featured  as  an  important  part  of  the 
year’ s work  and  here  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Department  to  be 
well  ahead  with  Declared  Areas  in  order  that  re  housing 
operations  should  follow  on  in  the  proper  course.  The  length 
of  time  between  the  declaration  of  an  area  and  the  commence- 
ment of  re-housing  must  of  necessity  be  long  in  view  of  the 
procedure  involved  and  it  is  therefore  imperative  for  the 
smooth  working  of  the  whole  operation  that  inspections  of 
houses  should  be  kept  up. 

The  question  of  Houses-let-in-Lodgings  came  before  us  but 
despite  the  apparent  large  numbers  reported  in  many  houses 
the  overcrowding  was  not  severe.  The  survey  continues  and 
much  work  still  remains  in  this  direction. 
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The  statistics  on  Food  Inspection,  Food  Hygiene,  etc., 
will,  I think,  bear  proof  that  this  forms  a most  important 
part  of  the  Department's  work.  'Fork  in  this  connection 
increases  year  by  year. 

The  progress  under  "Clean  Air"  was  not  as  great  as  was 
hoped  but  nevertheless  much  was  done  to  overcome  air 
pollution.  The  watch  on  heights  of  new  industrial  chimneys 
and  the  type  of  installation  will  have  good  effect  in  the 
future.  No  Smoke  Control  Area  was  declared  during  the  year 
but  survey  work  carried  out  will  ensure  declaration  of 
further  areas  in  the  future. 

The  Department  relies  upon  the  continued  co-operation  of 
other  Departments  and  staff  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  all  who 
have  readily  helped  . 

I trust  that  other  Departments  have  found  us  equally 
helpful  and  co-operative.

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WATER  SUPPLY  : 


Public  Supply 

Samples  of  water  from  the  Public  Supply  were  submitted  at 
regular  intervals  for  examination,  and  the  results  showed 
it  to  be  of  very  good  quality. 

Twenty-five  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Oxford,  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
in  all  cases  but  one  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 

Four  samples  of  untreated  water  from  the  public  supply  wells 
were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination 
and  the  results  showed  these  to  be  of  very  good  quality. 

MUNICIPAL  SWIMMING  POOL  : 

Eighteen  samples  of  water,  taken  from  the  Swimming  Pool,  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

MILK  SUPPLY  : 

The  milk  supply  continued  to  be  very  satisfactory.  All  milk 
supplied  within  the  Borough  was  pasteurised  and  supplied 
mainly  from  three  large  establishments,  two  of  which  had 
pasteurising  plants  licensed  by  this  Authority.  Only  one 
sample  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

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Unsatisfactory  Samples 

The  six  samples  of  milk  concerned  two  incidents  of  watered 
milk.  The  informal  sample  coupled  with  a complaint  led  to  a 
prosecution  in  respect  of  added  water  to  the  extent  of  48%  and 
1+9%.  The  other  incident  was  of  added  water  to  milk  supplied 
to  the  dairy  and  proceedings  were  instituted.  Details  are 
shown  on  page  43  - "Legal  Proceedings". 

The  unsatisfactory  sample  of  sweets  was  in  respect  of 
Chocolate  Liqueurs  which  contained  no  alcohol.  Informal 
action  was  taken  and  an  alteration  of  the  labelling  resulted.

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  examine  a total  stock  or  a 
consignment  of  goods. 

(c)  LABORATORY  TESTIN&  OF  MILK 

Qualitative  analysis  was  carried  out  in  the  department’s 
laboratory  on  67  informal  samples  of  milk.  Of  these, 

13  were  Channel  Island  Milk. 


Two  samples  showed  serious  deficiencies  in  the  fat  content 
and  in  three  other  samples  the  solids-not-fat  content  was 
below  the  legal  minimum  standard  of  8.5 %>•  Formal  samples 

were  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  (see  Supervision  of  Food 
Supplies  - (a)  Food  Sampling,  page  26)  who  reported  that 
they  contained  added  water.  The  remaining  sixty-two 
samples  were  genuine  and  their  average  fat  content  was  as

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(d)  ICE  CREAM  AND  ICE  LOLLIES 

Six  new  registrations  were  made  for  the  storage  of  ice 
cream  and  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  There  are  no?;  1 65 
registered  premises  within  the  Borough. 

Two  registrations  relate  to  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
and  in  both  cases  complete  cold  mix  powders  are  used.

Although  eight  samples  were  Grade  III  and  were  therefore 
considered  to  be  unsatisfactory,  follow-up  action 
resulted  in  improvements  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
unsatisfactory  samples  ?;ere  not  from  the  larger  suppliers 
of  ice  cream  in  the  district  and  the  supply  of  ice  cream 
in  the  Borough  is  generally  satisfactory  and  safe. 

Eight  samples  of  ice  lollies  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Seven  were  satisfactory 
and  one  was  unsatisfactory.  In  the  latter  case  a follow- 
up sample  ?;as  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

For  the  first  time  ice  cream  samples  ??ere  tested  in  the 
department’s  laboratory.  The  average  fat  content  of  the 
nine  samples  found  on  test  to  be  satisfactory  ?;as  11,4$» 

(e)  OTHER  REGISTERED  PREMISES 

There  are  forty-six  other  registered  food  preparing 
premises  within  the  Borough,  mainly  for  fried-fish  and 
sausage  manufacturing.  No  established  bacteriological 
sampling  is  in  force  for  the  products  prepared  at  these 
establishments .

The  above  shows  that  the  general  decline  in  meat 
condemnation  continued.  This  is  the  first  year  since  meat 
inspection  was  systematically  carried  out  that  no  whole 
carcase  of  beef  was  condemned.  There  are  two  chief  factors 
responsible  for  this;  improved  animal  health  on  farms,  and 
better  quality  of  animals  purchased  locally.  It  is 
certainly  not  because  the  Meat  Inspectors  have  f ailed  to  be 
vigilant  - 100%  meat  inspection  is  carried  out.

Whilst  the  number  of  visits  shown  under  this  heading  at  the 
end  of  the  report  is  41,  a far  greater  number  of 
"observations"  were  made. 

In  fact,  when  visits  are  paid  to  greengrocers",  grocers'  and 
butchers'  shops,  observations  on  the  marking  of  goods 
displayed  have  been  made.  No  deliberate  failure  to  nark 
commodities  were  found  but  written  warnings  were  given  where 
necessary. 
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HOUSING 


(a)  Houses  - let  - in  - Lodgings 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  houses  let-in-lodgings,  occupied  mainly  by 
Colonial  men  and  their  families. 

Twenty- six  houses  were  inspected  and  eight  were  found  to 
be  overcrowded. 

In  order  to  limit  the  number  of  occupants  and  to  provide 
added  facilities  (in  accordance  with  Sections  36  and  90 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957),  the  Health  Committee  agreed 
to  lay  down  a standard  and  this  was  being  enforced  towards 
the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition,  where  mortgages  were  taken  up  with  the  Local 
Authority  a clause  was  inserted  in  the  Mortgage  Deed 
limiting  the  use  of  the  house  by  members  of  the  owner’s 
family  owner. 

The  standards  adopted  for  occupants  of  houses-let-in- 
lodgings  was  based  on  the  standard  contained  in  Section 
77  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  allowing  for  a slight 
increase  in  numbers  \vhero  communal  kitchens  and  dining 
rooms  are  set  aside. 

The  difficulty  of  inspection  is  great  as  in  most  cases  all 
the  occupants  are  out  at  work  by  day  or  where,  in  the  case 
of  families  the  housewife  is  at  home,  the  information 
required  by  Inspectors  is  apparently  unknown. 

Some  progress  had  been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year  and 
continued  efforts  are  being  made  to  ascertain  the 
whereabouts  of  houses  so  used. 


(b)  Cle  arance  Areas 

Table  I of  the  following  Tables  shows  the  action  taken  on 
the  Clearance  Area  programme  during  the  year.  It  shows 
the  Declaration  of  four  further  areas;  two  very  small 
areas  dealt  with  by  agreed  purchase  as  the  opportunity 
arose;  one  area  dealt  with  partly  by  clearance  order  and 
partly  by  compulsory  purchase;  and  one  only  was  declared 
as  a clearance  area. 

In  addition  to  houses  in  clearance  areas,  six  were  dealt 
with  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  16  and  17  of  the 
Act  and  five  families  were  re-housed.

(a)  Domestic  Spoke 

Three  more  Smoke  Control  Areas  became  operative  on  1st 
November  1959*  The  total  area  is  now  295  acres. 

During  the  year  a proposal  to  make  a new  estate  of  17 
acres  at  Plomer  Hill,  partly  in  the  Borough  and  partly 
in  the  Wycombe  District,  was  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  preliminary  approval  as  a joint  scheme. 

(b)  Industrial  Smoke 

During  the  year  241  visits  were  paid  and  I64  observations 
made  in  connection  with  industrial  smoke.  Some  of  the 
worst  smoke  emissions  y/ere  minimised  by  the  installation 
of  new  plant  or  the  adaptation  of  existing  furnaces. 

There  still  remain  factories  where  adaptations  or  new 
installations  will  be  necessary  to  overcome  smoke 
emissions  v/hich  are  at  present  in  excess  of  the  statutory 
limits. 


( c)  Smoke  from 


Close  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  London  and  Midland 
Region  of  British  Railways  and  the  Region’s  Smoke 
Inspector  paid  frequent  visits  to  the  Borough. 


Cases  of  excessive  smoke  noted  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 
were  referred  to  British  Railways  and  resulted  in 
investigations  being  carried  out  and  appropriate  action 
being  taken. 


Discussions  were  also  held  with  Officers  of  the  Region 
concerning  the  future  dieselisation  of  the  suburban 
train  service. 


The  cases  of  excessive  smoke  emission  referred  to  the 
Western  Region  were  mainly  in  connection  with  goods 
locomotives . 


(d)  Air  ^Pollution  Measurement 

Since  1st  June  1959  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  town 
centre  has  been  measured  by  a "daily  recording 
instrument"  installed  in  the  department. 
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The  highest  and  lowest  amount  of  Smoke  and  Sulphur
